Republics Need a Hard-Boilcd Critic 


A series of editorials which your correspondent wrote 


analyzing the collapse of France the day after the fall of Paris, 
nearly a year ago, aroused such wide and immediate interest 
among subscribers that we felt we were really speaking what lay 
in the hearts of most Americans. The technical correctness o< 
our observations was reinforced a week later when Life mag- 
azine, summarizing reports from many foreign correspondents 
actually in France, published an article almost identical with 
our own. Now ,after a lapse of nearly a year, we offer a piece 
of constructive criticism as an answer to the world-wide ques- 
tion, What is wrong with the representative form of govern- 
ment?

The question is posed by the swift 


nnd utter collapse of representative 
government among all the great pow- 
ers except England and the United 
States. 


Does it meiin an inherent weakness 


in the democratic system as opposed 
to the totalitarian system, or docs it 
moan rather that there has been such 
n deterioration in the quality of rep- 
resentative government that this de- 
fect, and this alone, has raised up the 
totalitarian menace? 


There is a suspicion among most 


Americans 
that 
France 
wasn't 


conquered from the outside. There is 
a suspicion that someone opened the 
gates to the enemy. 


It is possible that democratic France 


had departed so fnr from the original 
principles of representative govern- 
ment—had fallen so deep into the mire 
of communism—that every land-own- 
ing peasant, every small business or 
factory owner, was so full of anguish

If that is true, we have more to fear 


at home than abroad. 


It seems to us that the greatest 


clanger inherent in any self-govern- 
ing republic is the failure to main- 
tain inviolate through the years that 
capacity for self-criticism which the 
founders of this and other republics 
made certain was included in the 
original outline of government. 


The capacity for self-criticism is a 


cardinal rule for success in walks 
other than governmental. It is the 
rule by which any good writer or art- 
ist or business man proceeds in his 
daily life—and it is the one thing 
the historian looks for above all else 
when he casts up the final reckon- 
ing, whether of men or of nations. 
. It is a principle this newspaper has 
fought 
fqv •.constantly,. 
• 


We "have believed that- the sound- 


ness of representative government In 
the United States rested ultimately 
on the independence and stability and 
courage of our courts. We have be- 
lieved that in the growing practice 
of regulating a wider and still wider 
range of human activities simply by 
the majority cast at the polls there 
lay the seeds of destruction for any 
republic. Because, carried to its ulti- 
mate conclusion, the right to vote on 
an unlimited number of subjects, is 
communism—and communism is not 
accepted by most peoples without 
ei tlicr revolt at home or conquest 
from abroad. 


Change in government there will 


be so long as government comprises 
living, thinking human beings. But 
in this very need for change is re- 
flected the equal need for a critical 
viewpoint—an independent, stable and 
courageous judiciary to give warn- 
ing to, or lay a check upon, the 
agents of representative government 
when 
they have overstepped vital 


lines for political purposes. 


For this reason we have always 


advocated 
a state judiciary either 


appointed or elected for long terms. 
In many ways we admire the Bri- 
tish government—and above all for 
their judicial system. H might be said 
to have made the British a law-abid- 
ing people. It may be one of Bri- 
tain's intangible sources of strength 
in her present crisis—one of the basic- 
reasons that her empire can give a 
good account of itself in war, 
* * * 


Here in our own country we fol- 


low the British system in the federal 
judiciary, which is appointive for life 
—but the states for the most part 
elect their judges for short terms, and 
the record is poor beside that of the 
federal system.

The Bribery Charge 


The committee charged that "re- 


gular 
gambling 
concessions" were

victs who escaped en mass in the

licenses. 


Beck of West Memphis, a constant 


opponent of measures intended to re- 
strict issuance of marriage licenses, 
amended the Brickhouse bill to ex- 
cmpt from its provisions non-residents 
who came to Arkansas to get married, 
and Lookadoo of Arkadelphia amend- 
ed it so both men and women would 
be required to pass syphilis examina- 
tions. 


Senate proponents of the bill waged 


their 
fight 
against the 
Lookadoo 


amendment. 
Pilkinton, Steel 
and 


others warned that the house would 
refuse to accept the bill unless it was 
rcstriccd to men. 


Overcoming opposition "dry" forces, 


the house passed 62 to 26 the Spen- 
cer bill authorizing the state to take 
over the wholesale liquor, business. 
Modeled after the Virginia plan, the 
Spencer 
measure 
would make the 


state the wholesaler of all alcoholic 
beverages except beer and wine, with 
revenues allocated to the old age 
pension fund. Spencer of Craighead, 
author of the measure, estimated it 
would raise between two and three 
million dollars a year after deduc- 
tion of administrative costs. 


Old-age pension forces, eyeing the 


fast-approaching March 13th adjourn- 
ment with the thought of having raised 
no revenues for increased 
pension 


revenues, joined in large numbers in 
urging passage of the measure.

For the Dardanelles to play a strategic role in war is nothing new 


Ever since the Trojan Wars 30 centuries ago, the Dardanelles (then called 
the Hellespont) has regularly made military news. A 42-mile channel 
one to five miles wide, separating southeast Europe from southwest Asia 
and uniting the Sea of Marmara and the Black Sea with the Aegean and 
the Mec iterranean, its narrow and meandering course makes it & 
formidable natural fortress. 


Scene of Winston Churchill's Failure 


The Dardanelles' importance was emphasized in ancient times by the 


Trojan War and by the crossings of Xerxes and Alexander-the former 
m 480 B. C. to enter Europe, the latter in 334 B. C. to enter Asia. The 
Crimean War was fought to keep the Strait from Russian control. 


There also, according to legend, Leander swam across nightly to 


visit Hero, a feat Performed in more recent times by the poet Byron and 
the late Richard Halliburton, adventurer. 


In one of the most costly and most fruitless operations of the World 


War, 
the Allies tried to help Russia and sever Turkey from Germany by

LONDON (A*)— The British triumph 


in North Africa and fighting else- 
where on that continent between No- 
vember 30 and February 11 cost the 
imperial land forces only 438 killed, 
87 missing and 1,248 wounded, Wai- 
Secretary Capt. H. D. R. Mareggson 
told the House of Commons Thurs- 
day.

whole Italian army in east Libya, 
estimated to exceed 150,000 men."

The construction of stock ponds to provide an adequate supply of water 


for livestock and as an aid to wildlife is an important part of the complete 
conservation farming system \vhich the 1024 cooperators of Terve Rouge-

Mr, Lemallen called 
attention to the fact that the' drainage area immediately adjacent to 
the pond is covered by a good growth of vegetation. This grass, he explained, 
helps to prevent siltatlon, thus prolonging the useful life of the pond.

It happens that the movie plot is

one of his Herefords. He didn't have 
to feign embarrassment, though, for

The situation also^ is pretty con- 


fusing for the rest' of the cast and 
crew. Just before a shot, a studio 
makeup man will spray glycerin solu- 
tion on Montgomery's forehead and 
upper lip with an. atomizer to simulate 
nervous perspiration. Then, before the 
camera, an actor impersonating 
a 


makeup man will carefully wipe ofl 
the moisture and dab on powder. 


The direction is equally complicat- 


ed. William Halligan,- who plays the 
role of a director, will yell, "Cut!1 
A few seconds later the real director 
Ray McCarey, also. yells, "Cut!" To 
differentiate, however, McCarey usual- 
ly adds, "That was—good (or lousy).'
